Berlin, Oct. 12. — The international 


balloon i-ace, which, started yesterday 
from the suburbs of Sehmargendorf, 
was the occasion of a thrilling acci- 
dent, two American aeronauts hav- 
ing a miraculous escape from death. 
The American balloon Conqueror, 
the only American built craft in the 
contest, having on board. A. Holland 
Forbes and August Post, Jess than 
two minutes after the start, burst at 
the altitude of 4000 feet. 


For 2000 feet it shot down like a 


bullet and then the torn silk bag as- 
sumed the shape of a 
parachute, 


thus checking the rapidity 
of 
the- 


descent 
Coming close to the earth, 


however, the basket 
smashed into 


the roof of a house, hut the two men 
escaped -with hut slight, injuries. 


The race, in which 23 balloons par- 


ticipated, representing Great Britain, 
France, Germany, the United States, 
Switzerland, 
Italy-, 
Belgium, 
and 


Spain, started at 3 o'clock in- the aft- 
ernoon, in the presence of at least 
SO.OOO spectators. 


A. Holland Forbes, who appeared 


to be very little the worse for his 
experience, except that he was sut- 
•ering somewhat from shock, gave a 
thrilling account of the accident 


"We had some difficulty," he said, 


"in getting away, but once we 
left 


'he ground everything seemed to he 
-ight. We mounted almost perpen- 
dicularly to an altitude of 4000 feet. 
As I looked at the recording instru- 
ment to make a note of the altituds, 
I .heard A peculiar swish and srnd to 
'''ost, 'That sounds dangerous.'

•vas rapidly <]&fla.ting, the gas was es- 
caping in clouds. Instantly I threw

But later when the descent of 
the balloon was checked, ~we oiiferved 
one bag of sand fall into a baby car- 
riage, which was mashed to pieces, 
but fortunately, the nurse snatched 
out the baby and saved Its life.

THE LOGICJ)F FACTS. 


Socialism Begins With "Public Utilities" 
and Then Throttles Private Business. 
Its advocates say that municipal 


ownership is not sociali&m because it 
confines itself to public utilities. But 
that is a very elastic phivubfe which 
can easily be stretched to include any 
industry the profits of which appeal 
to public cupidity or the muuicipalwa- 
tion of which will make a taking 
"issue" for a political or journalistic 
demagogue. Every body in Vienna drinks 
beer; brewing is a "public utility;" the 
city has invested .^.OOO.OOO in a mu- 
nicipal brewery and another tidy sum 
in a municipal beer palace, so that! 
the thirsty citizens may get his jag 
without being dependent upon private 
enterprise. Why not? Everybody in 
Vienna dies—ultimately. Another "pub- 
lic utility" is grasped by the growing 
army of city officials, and the leading' 
undertaking establishments are bought 
out at a cost of $500,000 
Again, why 


not? Although everybody in Vienna 
doesn't eat meat (the pay of minor city 
employees doesn't permit such a' lux- 
ury), 
the retail butchers were discov- 


ered to be making a profit which might 
much better be in the city treasury 
than in private pockets. To think was 
to act, and Vienna became a purveyor 
of meat. When you mis government 
and business you get socialism, the'de- 
grce of socialism depending oulv upon 
how much business you mix with your 
government, not what sort of business 
—"public utilities" or otherwise.

English Expert Warns Against Too 


Many City Employees. 


The real'danger of municipal owner- 


ship is the danger of corruption. Men. 
in all industries must frequently agi- 
tate for increase of pay 
It is natural.

But if men are constantly agitating 
for increase of pay. it'follows that 
their employers must constantly have 
thrown upon them the disagreeable 
task of refusing. Who in the council 
will refuse those demands? The con- 
scientious man will be foremost in re- 
sisting unreasonable, demands, and th 
inevitable result of his conduct will b 
that he will be remembered at the nex 
election. The result-will be that yoi 
will get a lowering in the tone of th 
body elected to-the council, and yoi 
will have a lowering in the tone of th< 
electors.

as a demand for justice. Everybod; 
considers himself insufficiently paid 
.-[Laughter.] They will come to regard 
their vote- more and more as a private 
property and fi&t as a public duty to 
be exercised in the interests of the 
•whole of the state. And the more anc 
more they cease to consider their vote 
in a public duty the more and more 
they -will go. down the hill on the 
path that'leads in the end"to direct one 
open corruption. — From Address De 
Jivered by'Major Leonard Dai-win Be 
fore Canadian Club, Montreal. 


Reaping the Whirlwind. 


Wheeling, W. Va, has gone more 


deeply Into municipal ownership than 
almost any other city in the United 
States. Some of its undertakings are 
in desperate need of reconstruction, 
but apparently nobody wants to lend 
it the necessary money, and no depre- 
ciation fund has been provided. The 
situation'is thus descnbed'in the Mu- 
nicipal Journal and Engineer: 


"As a result of inability to sell mu- 


nicipal improvement" bonds, which 
have been authorized by citizens in a 
popular election, Wheeling finds itself 
in a very serious predicament There 
wererbids for but a little over $50,000 
worth of the issues of $095,000, and it 
is likely that a new ordinance will 
have to he framed for resubmission to 
the people, entailing additional ex- 
pense and necessarily retarding the 
work on the Improvements. 
Bids had 


.been advertised for, and but three were 
received. Two were from citizens who 
were willing to take a small amount 
at par. The third was from a Kansas 
City corporation, made with the pro- 
viso that all the contemplated work be 
awarded the company at a reasonable 
price." 


Waste at Newcastle, Ind. 


Municipal ownership of the water 


plant in this city has proved more ex- 
pensive each year and has reached a 
point where radical steps must l>c taken 
by the pity authorities. Since the failure 
of the gas wells owned by the city 
fuel bills have become an important 
item and the cost of operating the 
plant has largely increased-. 


Using water at a flat rate, consum- 


ers have become careless, with the re- 
sult that thousands of gallons of wa- 
ter are wasted each month. The waste 
has become so wanton that several 
times this summer the city would hate ' 
been in great dancer had a serious fire, 
broken out. The waste has also in- j 
creased the operating expen^es. more- 
than three times as much water 
pumped at the plant as 5s net 
MnnMpal Journal and Engineer.
